Senate Committee Cuts Total 
Three Hundred Millions. 


Will Eliminate Imposts on 
Electric Light Bills.

WASHINGTON, May 29.-—Deci- 
sions on nearly all important ques- 
tions in redrafting the $1,800,000,- 
000 war tax bill had been reached 
late today when the Senate Finance 
Committee suspended its work over 
Decoration Day. xcept for the 
liquor and stamp taxes carried in 
the measure as it passed the House, 
the committee has settled the ma- 
jor principles of revision with «a 
view toward reducing the House to- 
tal to around $1,509,000,000. 

The essential decisions today were: 

Elimination of the general tax of 
10 per cent. ad valorem on all im- 
ports (estimated to raise $200,000,- 
000.) and substitution of excise or 
consumption taxes on sugar, coffee, 
tea and cocoa. 

Reduction of the House increases 
in taxes on cigars, cigarettes and all 
other tobacco products from about 
100 per cent. to 60 per cent., with 
no estimated reduction in the 178. 
200,000 designed to be brought in 
under the House rates. 

CUT OUT LIGHT TAXES. 

Elimination of the House taxes of 
per cent. on consumers electric 
light and power, gas and tclephone 

bills mated by the House to raise 
in all 80,000,000. The

Elimination of taxes on all insur-

Today Secretary McAdoo urged 
committee members to bring out a 
bill levying near the $1,800,000,000 
total of the House, but committee 
sentiment was said to be virtually 
unanimous against him and in fa- 
vor of providing through short term 
bonds any money needed in excess 
of $1,600, 00,000, 000. 

TAX ON SUGAR. 

The committee fixed the new ex- 
cise tax on sugar at half a cent a 
pound, and that on cocoa at $3 cents 
a pound, estimated to yield respect- 
ive $46,000,000 and $7,200,000. 
Coffee and tea rates were not defi- 
nitely determined, but it is expected 
they will remain at 1 and 2 cenfs a 
pound, respectively, as fixed by the 
House bill. Taxes on sugar, cocoa, 
coffee and tea will be paid directly 
by itmporters or manufacturers, 
though ultimately probably by the 
consumer. It is estimated that the 
excise revenues would be somewhat 
less than the $200,000,000 estimated 
for the proposed tariff levy, and they 
may reach only $160,000,000, 

Senators said today that the House 
taxes on public utilities, including 
those on pipe lines, transportation, 
freight, express and Pullman accom- 
modations probably will be re- 
tained. 

The opinion was generally 
pressed that the committee will re- 
ject the proposal of Senator Hard- 
wick of — and Postoffice De- 
partment heads for a new postal tax 
on newspapers, nes and other 
second-class, publications based upon 
their proportion of advertising 
space.

Appropriations Increased in 
Nation’s War Budget. 


Money to be Used in Buying 
of Ships to Remain. 


Expenditures this Year Far 
Ahead of Any Other. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON. May 29.—In- 
creased appropriations aggregating 
about $500,000,000 added by the Sen- 
ate to the war budget bill for vari- 
ows military purposes virtually all 
were agreed to today by the Senate 
and House conferees during the 
Arat few hours of their work on the 
$3,342,000,000 measure. 

The authorization in the bill of 
#750,000,000 for construction and 
purchase of American merchant 
ships is not in dispute, and will re- 
main as passed by both bodies of 
Congress. Changes in legislation to 
regniate the acquisition of the mer- 
chant fleet were discussed today, but 
no agreement was reached. 

Further changes in army appro- 
Priations, desired by Secretary 
Baker, also were considered by the 
conferees today. Secretary Baker is 


desirous of shifting several appro- 
priations to provide working bal- 
ances of special funds, especially for 
clothing and equipment for the new

The chief item of the increase

in exchange for loans to the Allies. 
An increase of approximately %245.,- 
000,000 in the ordinary disburse- 
ments of the government, chiefly 
due to military and naval needs, 
also is recorded, and another item 
going to swell the grand total of 
expenditures was the payment of 
$25,000,000 for purchase of the 
Danish West Indies.

WASHINGTON, May 29. — War 
Department officials are pointing to 
the daily recruiting figures as proof 
anew that the volunteer system 
again has broken down in time of 


national emergency. 

Yesterday's regular army recruit- 
ing brought in 2237 men, making a 
total of 87,518 since April 1. I- 
nols was first with 300 and New 
York second with 295. 

But army officers declare that «a 
great drive for volunteers to fill the 
army and National Guard to the new 
war strength will be necessary, un- 
less there is to be serious delay in 
organizing the newly-authorized reg- 
iments. These, of course, are for 
the regular army and quite apart 
from the army to be raised by se- 
lective conscription. 

Despite the fact that the nation 
is at war and American regulars are 
under orders for the fighting front 
in France, less than 200,000 men 
have enlisted since April 1 in the 
regulars and National Guard. 

The present rate of enlistment— 
1200 to 1500 a day — officials say, 
must be increased to 10,000 or 20,000 
a day if the forces which in all prob- 
ability will be among the first to fol- 
low Maj.-Gen. Pershing’s division to 
Europe are to go forward promptly. 

An appeal from the President to 
the country may be necessary to get 
the men. 

The National Guard is in an even 
worse situation. The present total 
strength of the force is less than 
200,000, and, raised to a war footing, 
as has been ordered, should total 
330,000. 

In addition, the sixteen National 
Guard division plan, on which the 
War Department is working, would 
require nearly as many more to fill 
necessary additional regiments. 

The most striking fact in connec- 
tion with the recruiting rate for the 
regulars, officers say, is that even 
the announcement that Gen. Persh- 
ing would lead a division to France 
without delay failed utterly to stimu- 
late enlistment. The daily average 
recruiting has dwindled steadily. 

If voluntary enlistment falls, de- 
spite the recruiting campaigns that 
are in prospect, the only recourse 
will be to fill up the regulars and 
National Guard with men selected 


for military service under the draft.

Lincoln once sald that a 
house divided against itself could 
not stand; that the republic could 
not endure, half slave and halt 
free; that it must become. all one 
thing or all the other. Now, Eu- 
rope is a house divided against it- 
self, and therefore cannot stand.

EXICAN agricultural laborers 
may be brought into the Unit- 
ed States for temporary work 

in relieving the existing labor short- 
age, according to advices received 
yesterday by the Chamber of Com- 
merce from A. Caminett!, Commis- 
sioner-General of Immigration at 
Washington. 

This word came in reply to a 
telegraphic inquiry sent on May 17 
and is in the form of a circular liet- 
ter just issued by the United States 
Department of Labor. In this it 6 
specified that, notwithstanding the 
provisions of section 3 of the Immi- 
gration Act excluding “aliens who 
cannot read the English language or 
some other language or dialect,” or

expressed or implied, to perform la- 
bor in this country of any kind, 
skilled or unskilled,” aliens who in

PHONE MERGER 
SINEWS READY. 


Fund for Consolidation W ork 
Formally Set Aside. 


Three-quarters of a Million 
Made Available. 


Magnitude of the Job Shown 
by Company Official. 


Funds for the actual consolidation 
of the Home and Pacific telephone 
systems in Lowe Angeles were set 
aside yesterday by the directors of 
the new Southern California Tele- 
phone Company, who voted approxi- 
mately $750,000 for this work. 

The job itself is, according to 
telephone officials, the biggest single 
consolidation of the kind ever at- 
tempted in the telephone world. 

C. F. Mason, who is commercial 
superintendent of the new company 
as well as of the Pacific system in 
the Southwest, and is one of the 
mea largely responsible for the 
elimination of the double telephone 
— in Los Angeles, said last 
n 

funds actually appropriated 
so far total $742,060. Of this amount 
$518,510 covers items directly due 
to the consolidation, more than 
$250,000 being required for new 


switchboards, additional sections to 
trunks and other 


“The largest item in this pro- 
priation is $84,390, for special and 
wwichboard equipment to be in- 
stalled in the Olive-street building. 
Every office in the city has its quota 
—Hollywood, $31,810; Vermont, 
$26,700; west, $26,100; the others in 
proportion. 

LONG-DISTANCE SERVICE. 

“The growth of the long-distance 
business has necessitated the ex- 
penditure of $14,200, which covers 
the installation of thirty-nine section 
long-distance switchboards, giving 
much-needed aid to the ilong-dis- 
tance department—already working 
at its peak capacity during the busy 
hours. 

“The requirements for private 
branch exchanges on the part of 
stores and corporations accounts for 
approximately $30,000. 

“Circuit or trunk lines between 
the various Home and Pacific ex- 
changes in great numbers must be 
provided, all of which, in the busi- 
nens district and generally in the 
outlying districts, must be placed in 
underground conduits. Appropria- 
tions for approximately $250,000 
were made to provide these facilj- 


les. 

“The Hollywood and Wilshire dis- 
tricts call for a little over $100,000, 
including a 265-pair cable between 
the Pacific and Home Hollywood of- 
fices and a %00-pair cable between 
Pacific Hollywood and Home Pros- 
pect exchange. 

“Another $50,000 covers the cost 
of underground trunking facilities 
between Hollywood and Wilshire 
offices. 

“Not an exchange but demanded 
and received an appropriation vary- 
ing in amount with its equipment. 

AN EXAMPLE. 

“A slight idea of what work and 
material js necessary may be gleaned 
from Vermont district's requirg- 
ments—two miles of cable carrying 
600 pair of wires placed under- 
ground in conduits are required for 
necessary. lines between Pacific, 
Vermont and south, and Home, Ar- 
lington and Vernon exchanges, at a 
cost of $21,000. 

“All the offices or exchanges will 
require what are known as loading 
coll. For this item alone $43,900 
was set aside. 

“But in addition to the above an 
appropriation of nearly $150,000 was 
imperative for the actual pressing 
needs made n by the pros- 
perous condition of the city. No n- 
dustry responds to the pulse of the 
business world more readily than 
the telephone company. Demands 
for service have completely exhaust- 
ed facilities in many sections, and 
they must be provided, not in the 
near future, but at once. 

“The engineers of the company 
have been working night and day 
and have completed plans and speci- 
fications for over $500,000 of the 
work, appropriations for which have 
been approved.”

DEBT TO FRANCE. 

Speaking of the year 1781, when 
the fortune’ of the United States 
were at low ebb, Dr. Hillis referred 
to the magnificent ald given us by 
France, largely through its navy. 
Continuing he said: 

“Outside of the loan which we re- 
paid to the French government were 
the losses through private loans, the 
loss of Ships, which are believed toy 
have aggregated a total not far from 
four hundred millions of dollars. 
How black is the sin of ingratitude! 
What generosity France, rich 
France, showed our poverty-striken 
republic! What treasure of lives 
and money it lavished upon our lib- 
erties! France slit her veins and 
poured out blood as rich red rain 
upon the roots of our tree of lib- 
erty and made the blossoms thereof 
crimson and beautiful for us and for 
our children. In return, today we 
owe France our greatest general, 
our best admiral—we owe her sol- 
diers, sailors, guns, cannon, food. a 
billion or more money. Every con- 
sideration urges wus to pledge to 
Franee our fortunes, our lives and 
our sacréd honor. 

“Nor must we forget our obliga- 
tion to France and England when 
we think of the Monroe Doctrine 
and the mission of the United 
States, and our obligation as a na- 
tion to the other nations of the 
world. At the beginning France 
was not afraid of an ‘entangling al- 
liance’ with us. But during the last 
100 years England also has, for the 
most part, maintained and support- 
ed our doctrine that the western 
continent should be held sacred to 
free institutions, as opposed to those 
of monarchy or autocracy. Twice 
Dugland interfered in our behalf 
during the Spanish-American War; 


Ruesia came to our aid during the 
Civil War. 

“Today the world is divided into 
two great groups. One is the auto- 
cratic group — Germany, Austria, 
Bulgaria and Turkey—every one re- 
actionary, autocratic and an tron 
bulwark for the safeguarding of an- 
cient shibboleths, and a granite 
fortress against the forces of de- 
mocracy. The other group is made 
up of self-governing nations. These 
are our natural allies. Chief among 
these is England. In the truest sense 
Great Britain is the motherland. 
From England we have the seed 
corn from which we have gathered 
the rich harvest of democracy. To- 
day all the ideals of England are 
ideals of freedom. For a hundred 
years England has been the first- 
class navy power of the world, Dur- 
ing all this century she has never 
abused her overwhelming naval 
superiority. Wherever her flag has 
gone it has been the guarantee of 
freedom of trade, and it has always 
been a wall of protection for this 
republic. 

RUSSIA NATURAL ALLY. 

Russia is our natural ally; save 
Canada to the north and Mexico 
to the south, Russia is our next- 
door neighbor. The keeper of the

For thirty years we 
have been subject to the ships of 
England and Germany, Holland and 
France, Sweden and Japan. Now, 
because of the great war, these 
countries refuse their ships as car- 
rying instruments. Our elevators 
are stuffed with wheat and corn, 
our warehouses and railway depots 
overfiow with goods, and our rall- 
way sidings are crowded with cars 
that cannot be unloaded. 
COMMERCE NECESSARY. 


“American progresses means trade 
with the world. Gone forever the 
day when Americans are independ- 
ent and self-sufficing. God has 
broken up the planet into five con- 
tinents. He distributes the good 
things to each clime. For these rea- 
sons the great event of recent days 
is the decision of our Congress to 
emancipate our people from bond- 
age to foreign countries by imme- 
diately building 1000 wooden ships 
of 2500 tons each for the carrying 
of American harvests, tools and 
goods, not only to our allies, but to 
the people of South America and 
Asia. This will make the American 
people free, independent and self- 
governing upon the sea, even as we 
are today upon the land. 

“Immeasurable the issues involved 
for the American farmer, manufac- 
turer and workingman. Our work- 
ers may yet be safeguarded and our 
country prepared to compete with 
the reconstructed England and Ger- 
many that will meet our trade at 
the conclusion of the war. What if 
Canada owned $6 per cent. of our 
railways and Americans only 56 per 
cent.) Would not our merchants 
be filled with consternation? What 
if a great retail store sold 96 per 
cent. of its trade to its own clerks 
and 5 per cent. to outsiders? Would 
it not go into bankruptey? Yet we 
pay tribute of $600,000,000 a year to 
foreign countries. 

The freight payments build for- 
eign factories, houses, banks, stores 
and ships with American money 
needed at home. In one city of this 
country today goods to the amount 
of $10,000,000 are stored in railway 
cars, warehouses, freight platforms, 
— enormous quantities piled on 
thé ground and covered with tar- 
paulins. These American goods have 
been sold to Russia, but we have no 
ships tor their transportation. 


the goods until they. are delivered. 
Dally these goods are deteriorating 
in value, and the logical result would 
seem to be bankruptcy for the 
American owners. 

But this instance is typical. Once 
we had black slavery upon the land 
and now American merchants and 
manufacturers are white slaves to- 
ward the sea. For years our coun- 
try has been drained of billions of 
dollars paid to foreign shipbuilders, 
foreign ship owners and sailors, but 
now, with this action of Congress 
and the letting of contracts for 1000 
wooden ships, a little fleet that can 
later be strengthened by steel fleets, 
the day of our emancipation may be 
at hand. 

‘FUTURE ON SEA. 

“No words can set forth the im- 
portance of the crisis. From this 
time our country’s future is upon 
the sea. Our people are now work- 
ing in factories, and if all the shops 
run full time we would produce 40 
per cent. more goods than our peo- 
ple consume. But if the working 
people are to be self-supporting they 
must work full time. If the farmers 
are to sell their rich harvests the peo- 
ple in the cities must bave the wage 
with which to buy.

But for this war that 


jour shape be on 
time and our farmers would be re- 
ceiving starvation prices for their 
wheat, corn, meat and cotton. Our 
agricultural era was followed by the 
manufacturing epoch. That must 
now be followed by an era of ship- 
ping. 

“Today England and Germany 
have no tools to ship to Buenos Aires 
and therefore American manufao- 
turers are sending mowers, reapers, 
plows, garden tools, sewing ma- 
chines, typewriters. But our ships 
come back with water ballast, be- 
cause we do not buy their cdérn, 
wheat and hides As soon as the 
war is over England and Germany 
will wish to buy that very grain and 
meat. What with their goods to sell, 
their ships to carry the goods and 
their desire to buy what the Argen- 
tine Republic produces, we cannot 
compete with England and Ger- 
many. For these reasons this is the 
question for the farmer, for the 
manufacturer, for the banker, 4 ori- 
sis in which every American family 
is vitally interested. 

“The commission from England 
is here to counsel with us, to keep 
our country from repeating the 
blunders of 4. England's 
greatest blunder was keeping in 
power a Cabinet elected on political 
and partisan lines. She peid for that 
blunder with thousands upon thou- 
sands of lives. Becoming indignant 
and angry, the English people rose 
and forced a reorganization of the 
Cabinet, just as every influence in 
this country today is moving toward 
an outburst of anger that will bring 
about a war council of experts; big 
broadminded men are saying little 
today, but thinking many things. 

“We have a West Point that trains 
soldiers; why is not an expert soldier 
like Gen. Wood at the head of our 
army? In the case of accident ex- 
pert surgeons are called in to oper- 
ate. Men are asking today whether 
or not an editor has any moral 
right to be head of a navy and con- 
trol men like Admiral Fiske, and 
Admiral Fletcher; whether or not it 
is honorable for a layman who has 
no ekill nor training that fite him to 
control a vast army, and set aside 
expert soldiers. If Annapolis and 
West Point have failed to educate 
admirals to be Secretary of the 
Navy, and generals to be Secretary 
of War, then let us close up these 
great institutions. 

PEOPLE ARE THINKING. 

“The muttered discontent of the 
people of this country is like the 
first mutterings of an earthquake. 
And when the people speak it will 
be a voice out of a whirlwind, and 
when they put their foot down it 
will be like the stroke of omnipo- 
tence. The people of this country do 
not like the thought of sending their 
sons out to be lost, to die, not for 
their country, but because of un- 
trained laymen being willing to at- 
tempt a task impossible to them, 
but easily possible to trained experts. 
“We are all to be congratulated 
upon the work being done by the 


of Manufacturers. The interests 
of this country are’ increasingly 
in the hands of men of business 
experience. It is the task of the 
farmer to feed the state, of the 
manufacturer to clothe the people 
and equip the State with tools. 
Through their wonderful inventions 
these business men are ng 
the people from drudgery. 

Manufacturers have made every 
man in this country to have one 
hundred man power. But a few 
Fears ago the national income was 
$300 a year, per man; now it is 
$1000 per year. Our wealth comes 
from land, labor and capital, but 
modern business men are teaching 
us that there is a fourth element 
Called intelligence. Business effi- 
clency will soon destroy poverty, 
multiply comforts and conveniences, 
and make wealth to be a golden 
river, no longer a stream trickling 
over the feet of our children, but a 
river deep enough to swim in. ; 

“The real secret of increasing the 
wage is to increase the intelligence 
incarnate in the work. Wealth is 
not in wood nor stone nor steel. 
Wealth is in the amount of know!l- 
edge you put into the raw material. 
A French milliner has brains, she 
will take 5 cents worth of straw, 
10 cents worth of lace, two old 
feathers, twist them together in 
artiatic lines, and «ell them to an 
American husband for $25 under the 
name of a Paris creation. 

“Unity and intelligence turn a pile 
of bricks into a house, turn a show- 
er of sparks into a tongue of flame, 
turn a mob into a regiment. What 
this country needs is organizing 
ability that will make wealth in- 
crease like a river, and give ite life-

NAVY BASE ORDER MEANS 
MUCH FOR THIS HARBOR. 


Recommendation of Committee on Yards and Stations 
for Two and a Quarter Millions to be Expended Here 
Received with Liveliest Satisfaction — Details of the 
Work not Yet Given Out. 


terday by the Committee on 
Naval Yards and Stations that 
$2,250,000 be set aside for a naval 
base at Los Angeles Harbor ts re- 
garded as of tremendous import to 
this community, and was received 
last night with the liveliest satis- 
faction. The House of Representa-. 
tives now ha the report as trans- 
mitted by the President, and there 
is no reason to doubt that the award 
will be confirmed. No details as to 
the manner of expenditure have 
been given out, but it is likely that 
the recommendations of the Helm 
Commission will be followed out. 
Tas Angeles ig admirably adapted 
as a submarine training base, and 
this was so stated tn the report of the 
commission headed by Admiral 
Helm, here some months ago. Last 
spring a commanding officer of the 


T* recommendation made yes-

Coast torpedo forces declared that 
Los Angeles Harbor “te one of the 
finest submarine training grounds 
and torpedo firing grounds in exist- 
ence.” For the past seven years 
practically all the torpedo work, 
both of surface torpedo craft an‘ 
submarines has been done here. 

As to climate, submarine training 
and submarine torpedo work can be 
and has been carried on about 90 
per cent. of the time.

The submarine training base prob- 
ably consiets of 166 acres situated in- 
side the breakwater, which has been 
offered by the city free of cost. The 
Helm board recommended that this 
base be used as an operating point 
in time of war and that it should 
be made a permanent training base 
for at least eighteen submarines. 

The harbor will provide sufficiont 
reserve space for thirty-five subma- 
rines, quarters for 1200 men and 160 
officers, and the necessary executive 
buildings, gymnasium, repair shops, 
etc. Regarding the aviation end of 
the project no facts have become 
public. It has been suggested that 
the northern end of the proposed 
submarine base site and a part of 
the present government reservation 
be utilized for aviation purposes. 
Space for about sixty hydroplanes is 
avaliable, with thirty flying at once. 
Such a station would require a per- 
sonnel of about 460 men and sixty 
officers. 


The government plans for an ex- 
penditure of $2,250,000 at this port 
is regarded as the beginning of great 
improvements along like lines 80 
that eventually Los Angeles will be 
one of the world’s great ports in 
point of naval equipment and protec- 
tion.

BOND BUYING EASY. 

“The government is doing every- 
thing possible to make bond buying 
easy for the citizen, however humble. 
The bonds may be bought in amounts 
as low as $50, and yet. of course, tn 
safety and the rate of Interest and 
in every other desirable investment 
quality, the $650 bond is the same 
as the $1000 bond, or the $100,000 
bond. The government also permits 
the bonds to be bought on the in- 
stallment plan, payments to be 2 
per cent. upon application, 18 per 
cent. June 28, 20 per cent. July 30. 
30 per cent. August 15, and 30 per 
cent. August 30.“ 

The speaker gave details of the 
manner in which many corporations 
are undertaking to assist their em- 
ployees to purchase these bonds. 

“Already most of the banks and 
many employers,” said the « er, 
“will lend the buyer all but 5 or 10 
per cent. of the total cost, usually 
on the understanding that the buyér 
will gradually pay off the balance 
out of his earnings over a period 
of six months or a year. Many will 
giadly make arrangements so that 
the citizen of smallest means, or the 
child, may pay $1 down and §1 a 
week until a $50 bond is paid for. 

“It is the duty of every citizen to 
apply for as much as he can reason- 
ably pay for out of savings, with 
the aid of his employer or of his 
bank. It this is not freely done we 


are face to face with disaster. But 
it will be done, the 


lean people have set out to do ft. 
{Applause. 

“To buy the Iiherty bonds ia not 
only a duty to one's country in this 
crisis, but it is the highest wisdom. 
To buy the bonds ts simply to lend 
the government the purchase money 
for thirty years at 3% per cent., al- 
though the government has the 
right to pay it back ip fifteen years. 
To buy the bonds is to become & 
creditor of the government and to 
receive interest each June 15 and 
December 15 from the government, 
either in the form of a check, if 
registered bonds are bought, or in 
the form of money, H coupon bonds 
are bought, and the coupons. cut 
semiannually and cashed like «4 
check at any bank. 


“To lend money to the govern- 
ment now is not only a duty, but 
a wise investment. An ideal invest- 


ment is one that is first, absolutely 
safe; second, that yields a good and 
Steady income; third, is so well 
known and appreciated that it can 
always be disposed of instantly for 
cash at a price approximately equal 
to what it costs, and “fourth, that 
has a good chance of increasing in 
actual cash value. 

“If, during the war, the United 
States should issue bonds with a 
higher interest rate, as it seems al- 
most certain to do, the government 
has promised to raise the interest 
rate on this loan correspondingly. 
Fifth, as to the future market for 
the bonds, it will be by far the lars- 
est issue ever dealt in in this coun- 
try. and since it will therefore be 
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not only our best bond, but our best- CA 


known bond, there will always be a 
buyer for every seller, and with the 
broad and steady market that this 
implies, the banks will lend more 
readily on this investment than on 
any other. Fourth, as to the inter- 
est value, it is the experiences of 
the world that bonds of solvent na- 
tions, bought in war times, gener- 
ally increase in value from 25 to 100 
per cent. within a few years after 
peace. If, as suggested, the interest 
rate on the bond is increased, that 
fact iteelf causes a very substantial 
increase in the value ef the bend.”

Now, these are very disconcerting 
discoveries. For one thing, m 


makes them so infinitely more dan- 
gerous. For, while they do not at- 
tempt to defend their profession, it 
does weaken our age-old contempt 
and disgust, and oh, it does make 
their attractions more obvious. | 

And when we remember how they 
are trusted, what tremendous se- 
crets they fail to divulge, how pecu- 
Marly rare it is for them to fall in 
discretion, We must concede a mas- 
terly self-control, a certain odd 
pride in their role. 

But what especially interests me 
about this Big Sister Movement, 
which is now an actuality, ie its 
tremendous possibilities for woman 
power! “Der „that day, is so 
appreciably nearer when the so- 
called good and bad women, will not 
only understand each other, even 
respect each other, but will unre- 
strainedly confide in each other. 

For, at present, you see, the 
“good” women, the protected, the 
fortunate women, know only one 
side of men's characters. True, they 
occasionally suspect the other side, 
get vague hints of it—and then they 
are apt to become rampant suffra- 
gettes on that little knowledge 
which is such a dangerous thing, 
Ay to the other extreme and exude 
ferocious, sweeping condemnation— 
chiefiy of the other women. 


er women” know a totally different 
side of mens characters. A side 
which chiefly engenders a peculiar 
contempt for the good“ woman 
who cannot retain the loyalty and 
affection of her man. For another 
thing that we learn from associa- 
tion with “the other women” is that 
they have all the contempt and dis- 
gust for us that we ever expended 
on them. They only see that, with 
all our boasted virtue and superior- 
ity, the best we can do is to share 
their prey—accept what they leave 
of him for us. 

And oh. how the other woman 
Gespises what she calls the “feeder,” 
that virtuous young woman who 
takes all she can get and gives as 
little as she dare; who promises so 
much with her eyes, her manners, 


her clothes. but never “comes 
through.” To “the other woman” 
this type of “respectable” young 


lady is the last word of reprehensi- 
ble womanhood. 

To the other woman, man ts le- 
gitimate prey. He is the ultimate 
consumer to be exploited for profit. 
The only difference between her and 
the society girl intent upon making 
a “good” marriage is that society 
the one and against the 
other. 

While she quite frankly despises 
the men she has a far greater con- 
tempt for the “good” woman, who, 
with all tradition, society. law and 
custom to back her, with security 
and the Constitution of the United 
States on her side, yet makes such 
a pitiful bungle of her opportuni- 
th 


ea. 

But “der tag” will alter all that. 
Knowledge is power. When these 
two classes of women, who have 
kept such an impassable barrier be- 
tween them for centuries, get to- 
gether, compare notes, swap experi- 
ences, exchange confidences—where 
then will the lord of creation stand? 
For the lord of creation has 
cheating both of them—and only 
that impassable barrier saved his 
face. Cut-throat competition for his 
favors lent him a distinction. a val- 
ue, that a well-organized trust 
would effectually squelch. 

Ah, but t ts Interesting to hear 
the other woman on the subject of 
“commercialized vice’—what she re- 
gards as the legitimate organization 
of her profession by which the mar- 
ket le regulated and the consumer 
forced to pay a fair price.

The investigator stated that the

JITNEY ORDINANCE. 

Los Angeles has made a great record 
for municipal achievement during the last 
twenty years. There are few other cities 
where life and property are so secure, few 
that are so clean physically and morally, few 
where there is so much sunshine and so 
little shadow. But our very desire to guar- 
antee to those within our gates the fullest 
freedom both in industry and recreation has 
led to some abuses that must be corrected 
before they undo much of the work that 
has already been accomplished. 

While our transportation companies carry 
700,000 passengers daily we have.no sub- 
ways and but one short stretch of elevated 
railway. Our main thoroughfares are hard- 
ly the average width of those of other cities 
of our population. The very fact that our 
almost unvarying climate makes this a 
Mecca for motorists contributes to a con- 
gestion in the downtown district which ren- 
ders Main street and Broadway at certain 
hours practically impassabie. 

This ig due in great part to the fact that 
Los Angeles is one of the very few cities in 
the country that permits jitney busses on 
the streets in the retai! district. There is 
not another city of as much as 50,000 popu- 
lation on the Pacific Coast that does not 
limit the hours during which jitneys may 
run and the streets over which they may 
pass. So numerous have the jitneys become 
bere that they are a serious menace to the 
public safety. Records of the police depart- 
ment show that more than 10 per cent. of 
the accidents on the streets of Los Angeles 
are due to jitney busses. Reports of the 
traffic squad reveal that from 20 to 40 per 
cent. of the congestion on the streets in the 
retail district is due to these same pests. 

Gov. Stephens signed an act last week

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busses operating outside incorporated cities. 
No provision is made for regulation inside the 
municipalities, as the Legislature decided 
very rightly that this is a subject for munic- 
ipal regulation. Conditions are not the same 
in all the California municipalities; each has 
its own transportation problems to solve. 

San Francisco, Oakland, Sacramento and 
other California cities have already passed 
ordinances limiting the use of the streets in 
the retail district by the jitneys. Some per- 
mit them on the downtown streets only dur- 
ing certain hours when traffic is light: 
others forbid them the use of these streets 
at any time. An ordinance has been pro- 
posed regulating the use of the streets by 
the jitneys in Los Angeles and requiring the 
jitney operators to file with the city a bond 
that will enable persons injured in jitney 
accidents to secure adequate damages. This 
ordinance will appear on the ballot on June 
5 as proposition No. 4. 

The plaintiff in the case against the jitney 
bus is the great mass of citizens who tra- 
verse the city streets either in public or in 
private conveyance. As the number of 
busses increases thé number of street cars 


pays no per cent, of his gross receipts in 
taxes, he is not required to furnish an ade- 
quate bond for the protection of his passen- 
gers, When stormy days come and trans- 
portation is needed most he keeps his car 


in the garage. Jitneys provide employment 


in Los Angeles for about 400 persons. Since 
their advent the number of employees of 
the street railways has dropped from 9500 
to 7500. This means that they have driven 
2000 persons out of.employment. 

Ordinance No. 4 was drawn by a commit- 
tee of representative citizens. It gives to 
the jitney operators as much freedom of 
action as is compatible with the best inter- 
ests of the community. The only opposition 
comes from the jitney men themselves. 
Like all possessors of special privileges they 
are protesting against regulation in any 
form, But the jitmey has been declared to 
be a public utility. It must submit to proper 
regulation, and must assume the same obli- 
gation to the great mass of citizens as any 
other public utility.

ECONOMY AND WAR. 


[Washington Star:! The Amer 
fean people must be careful and eco- 
nomical in certain lines during the 
war in order to conserve their re- 
sources and make themselves capa- 
ble to the utmost of waging the 
fight in which they are enlisted. 
But this does not mean parsimony. 
It does not mean self-denial to the 
point of the abandonment of all pur- 
chases outside of the barest expen- 
diture for the absolute necessities 
The great need today is 
that the food supply be husbanded. 
To this end housewives must buy 
economically and manage their 
kitchens carefully to prevent waste. 
But it is not necessary that the peo- 
ple of the United States should go 
shabby or cut off their expenses for 
reasonable pleasures. There is no 
reason why they sbould change their 
mode of life in any respect but that 
relating to the food problem. There 
is no shortage in other than food 
materials such as to compel or jus 
tify extraordinary economies. 

There will be no national advan- 
tage in economies that merely pile 
up the personal savings of the peo- 
ple, unless those savings are now 
or later needed by the government 
in floating its war loans. If by mak- 
ing a suit of clothes, a pair of shoes 
and other articles of apparel last 
longer a citizen is enabled to buy a 
war bond his economy is practical 
and praiseworthy. But if that econ- 
omy merely gives him money to 
hoard, it is actually a disadvantage 
to the country. 

It is of urgent importance that 
the industries of the United States 
be kept going at nermal rate. The 
mills and shops and stores must be 
maintained. There must be no gen- 
eral dislocation of business. Yet 
such a dislocation may easily follow 
a country-wide curtailment of ex- 
penditures on a mistaken notion of 
economy. Cutting off 50 per cent. 
of the expenditure for clothing, for 
instance, would mean bankruptcy to 
many hundreds of merchants. This 
would react most disastrously upon 
the economic situation in general. 
Tt is true that if a large number of 
men are enlisted in the war and 
set to work on the farms there will 
be some business dislocation. But 
that will not mean that it will be 
safe to stop buying any but the bar- 
est necessities.

Two “Boches” Pay for Every 
Frenchman Killed. 

A picture of the first American 
Hag unfurled in France during the 
present war was received yesterday 
by T. K. Robinson of the police mo- 
torcycle quad from Bennet K. Mol- 
ter of the Americaine Aviateurs, 

Camp 4@’Avord, France. 

The flag was raised seven days 
after President Wilson’s declaration 
of war, and was placed in the cen- 
ter of a group of the Ally colors at 
the Beraux Militaire of Camp 
d Avord. Beneath the emblem were 


seated the American pilots at the; 
in camp with their French command- 


ers. Two American army officers, in 
France for the United States gov- 
ernment, are included in the pie- 
ture. 


The letter accompanying the pho- 
tograph was written by Mr. Molter, 
a former assistant director with «a 
local motion-picture company on 
the 6th inet. It describes the dan 
gers of flying and expresses the feel- 
ing of the Allies towards the Ger- 
mane. In part, it follows: 

m still alive and kicking, even 
if I haven't written for some time.

Husband — Home Only 
Two or Three Times a 
Year, Woman Shows.

FORCES UNITE. 


Improvement Association is 
Formally Launched.

Property Owners and Tenants 
Make Common Cause. 
Want Thoroughfare Extended 
to Jefferson Artery. 


Hill-street property owners and 
merchants met at Hamburger’s 
Cafe yesterday noon at a luncheon 
and after discussing the important 
changes in the business district of 
the city, particularly in the retail 
section, formed an organization to 
be known as the Hm Street Im- 
provement Association, composed 
entirely of property owners and of 
merchants engaged in business or. 
that thoroughfare. 

The organization is unique, as this 
is the first time in the history of this 
city that owners and tenants have 
joined forces for the betterment of 
the property in a specific district. 

e sense of the meeting Was ex- 
pressed by N. Bonfilio when he 
stated that “the interests of owner 
and tenant were joint and what is 
beneficial to the one is necessarily of 
advantage to the other.” 

The organization committee, com- 
gene of John P. Kennedy of the 

right-Callender-Andrews Com- 
pany, Joseph Smith of the Lyon- 
McKinney-Smith Company, and N. 
Bonfilio, named as temporary offi- 
cers F. R. Feltehans, president, and 
James Webb, secretary. Mr. Feit- 
shans ig president of the Los Ange- 
les Desk Company and Mr. Webb is 
head of the Webb Engraving Com- 
pany. 

There will be a committee to press 
the project ot extending Hill street 
to Jefferson, thus making it a thor- 
cughfare; there will be a committee 
on leases, to aid those seeking loca- 
tions on the street, and committee 
on lighting and paving and one to 
advocate removal of all old frame 
residence structures, and use of the 
lots as automobile parking grounds, 

In discussing the work laid out for 
the association Mr. Feitshans said: 
“We feel Hill street is finally about 
to come into its own. The rapid 
swing of the retail business of the 
city to Seventh street will natural- 
ly make Hill street the logical loca- 
tion for all classes of emalier busi- 
ness houses that cannot afford to 
pay the high rents prevailing on 
some ether streets. With Seventh 
street between Broadway and Fig- 
ueroa street as the principal retail 
shopping section, Hill street will 
naturally be a location for the 
smaller type of house, as the traffic 
flow will spread north and south on 
this thoroughfare. M. A. Hambur-
